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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments do not simplify the issues 
in the case to place it in a condition for allowance. 

Objections and 112 rejections to claim recitations of "graphite diamond" and "amorphic diamond". Applicants statements' that 
because such terms are recited in the specification they would have been well known to one of ordinary skill in the art. These arguments 
are not persuasive because the terms do not have a clear definition in the specification and are provided with limited context, hence it 
was unclear, in light of the specification, what applicant was regarding as the claimed invention. Applicant's statements that they are well 
known are not persuasive. 

Applicant's extensive arguments are not persuasive because they do not simplify the issues to place the case in a condition for 
allowance. Applicant argues that "The Examiner apparently ignores the recitations for a cold cathode" in independent claims 7 and 8 
(See page 6, third paragraph) with the application of the Rangwalla reference because it teaches a thermionic emitter rather than a cold 
cathode. Applicant's argument is not persuasive because while Rangwalla does teach an embodiment with a thermionic cathode, 
Rangwalla also teaches an embodiment wherein the emitter (112) "may operate at -110,000 Volts and foil support assembly 140 my be 
grounded or set at 0 Volt" (See. e.g. Col. 5, II. 1-3) - thus the emitter may comprise a cold cathode. 

Applicants extensive additional arguments concerning, for example, the teachings of Rangwalla, improper hindsight, and combination of 
references are not persuasive at face value. Even if they were persuasive, they would not put the application in a condition for 
allowance.. 
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
